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| Ultra Violet Ray Lamps 


| Safe When Properly Used

I have been receiving many letters asking ne 
about the safety of the ultra-violet ray as used 
in the doctor's office and I find that some people 
are afraid of this treatment, on account of the 
mistaken idea that they may be burned. 

In today’s article I am going to tell you 
something about the ultra 
violet ray, and will discuss 
for you the safety of this type 
of equipment. 

The needless fear which 
seems to be uppermost in the 
minds of my readers is a fear 
of being burned and I wish to 
state at the beginning that it 
is impossible to get a true 
burn from the ultra violet 
ray, similar to the burn which 
you would get from a red-hot 
poker applied to the skin. A redness of the 
skin may follow exposure to the ultra violet 
ray lamp, if such exposure is continued for a 
long enough time, and symptoms may appear 
simliar to those of sunburn, the symptoms 
developing some time after the light treatment 
has been given. When the ultra violet ray 
strikes the skin for a long time, the outer skin 
may redden and the body may throw water in 
between the outer, dead skin and the true, living 
skin underneath. I do not consider this an actual 
burn, as the ultra violet ray is not a heat ray, 
it is a cold ray. Some types of equipment gen- 
erating ultra violet light may seem to throw 
off heat due to the fact that the mercury in the 
lamp must be heated, but many modern lamps 
do not heat the mercury and therefore throw 
off light, but no heat. 

The ultra violet ray is often used for a 
desired effect of causing the outer skin to 
slough off. It is useful in the treatment of skin 
disorders such as ecxema, psoriasis, and in acne, 
especially where there is much pitting or scar- 
ring of the skin. It has a great value in the 
treatment of these skin conditions and the 
amount of scar tissue which may be caused to 
slough off is truly remarkable in many cases. 
However, these skin changes are not burns, 
they are produced for a definite reason in those 
special cases where it is desirable to cause this 
skin reaction during which the dead skin sep- 
arates and comes off and a new, healthy skin 
is reformed to take its place. 

The ultra violet ray treatment often acts as 
a general tonic and many patients note that they 
improve after taking it. It has a_ beneficial 
effect in increasing the number of red blood 
cells in the circulating blood. I myself have 
seen an increase of one-half million red blood 
cells in the blood examination after an exposure 
of the body to the ultra violet ray for four min- 
utes as given with the powerful equipment suit- 
able for a doctor’s office. This increase in the 
red blood cells lasts for only a few hours, but 
the patient gets the benefit of these revitalized, 
rejuvenated red blood cells for that length of 
time and says he feels better. At the same time, 
there is less need for the scavenger cells and 
therefore, the number of white blood cells in the 
circulating bloodstream will decrease while the 
red blood cells are increasing. ' 

When the best type of ultra violet ray lamp 
is used for a specified length of time, with the 
patient a specified distance away from the rays, 
and aring goggles, there is not the slightest 
danger of any marked burning and it is there- 
fore ridiculous to avoid such treatments if any

— A Day in Canadian History — 
WILLIAMS

Christmas was first celebrated 
in Canada in 1535 when Jacques 
Cartier and his scurvy-tortur- 
ed crew were huddled togeth- 
er in their little ship at Stada- 
cona, wondering if they would 
ever again see their beloved 
France. They had no luxuries; 
they had very little food, but, 
like all true Christians, they 
remembered it was Christmas 
day, and at midnight on Christ- 
mas Eve their chaplain cele- 
brated Mass, the origin of the 
ceremony which has since 1603 
taken place each year in every 
Roman Catholic church in old 
Quebec. 

Just a hundred years after 
that first Christmas, Samuel de 
Champlain, the founder of Can- 
ada, died at Quebec, and the 
joy of Christmas tide was 
overshadowed by the mourn- 
ing of the people for the great 
man who had passed to his re- 
ward. His funeral was the first 
public ceremony in Quebec's 
history; he was laid to rest in 
a chapel which was afterwards 
destroyed by fire. |

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Great Britain And 
United States Fighting 
Depression With 

Earning Power 


By R. T. ELLIOT, K.C. 


Along somewhat different lines, but with the same end of panic- 
free national prosperity restoration in view, Great Britain and 
the United States are establishing the vested right of earning 


power as the corner-stone of reconstruction, 


It has been finally 


ascertained that the prosperity of a nation is measured by the 
earning power of its producing and working classes; and this 
necessarily involves the fact that each member of the producing 
and working classes has a vested right of earning power and must 
be given a right to earn money to prevent national panic and 


depression. 


This is why wage reductions and salary slashes feed 
the forces of panic and depression. 


In Great Britain the first steps were taken along the line of 
completing trade treaties with all available trading nations, as 


Well within as without the Empire. 


The second British step was 


the placing of farm production on a basis of security on the basis 
of quantity and price—including a nation-wide-code for the dairy 


industry. 


The third British step was a nation-wide Employment 


Insurance Act, which is in many respects the most advanced 
legislation of the subject proposed anywhere in the world up to 


this date. 


There is nothing provocative, or retaliatory, or in the 


nature of creation of special privilege, in any of this legislation; 
and every nation desiring to trade with Great Britain knows that 


the door is 


open on reciprocal terms. 


In the United States the methods of approach was somewhat 


different Direct financial 


relief within the boundaries of the 


United States was indicated as the first necessity owing to the 
banking panic; this relief has embraced all classes of corporations 
and individuals from great banking corporations to day laborers 
~—substantial time has necessarily been taken, and vast sums have 


been employed; but without any damage to the national credit, 
as the latest security issue offered by the government was over- 
subscribed three-fold. 


As a second line of action the United States government has 
made provision for carrying out a series of re-productive public 
works, such as hydro-electric and irrigation plants involving the 
expenditure of other vast sums. 


As a third line of action the United States government has 
undertaken the strengthening of its banking structure; the re- 
opening of closed banks and the freeing of assets and credits tied 
up in their liquidation; the providing of money for homebuilding 
and home mortgage redemption; and the investment of govern- 
ment money in preferred shares af banking institutions so as to 
provide a bulwark against runs, and to enable classes of loans 
to be undertaken on terms differing from bank loans possible 
on demand deposits. With this has been linked the gold-buying 
policy intended to prevent any individual traffic in gold on a 
profit basis—thereby keeping money in general circulation to 
secure earning power instead of being frozen up in metal. 


As a fourth line of action the United States government has 
brought into effect its NRA codes intended to define and protect 
the vested right of earning power in each individual worker in 
the nation, including the farmer. Linked with this is the policy 
of placing the transportation facilities of the nation, railway, road 
and marine on a definite basis of earning power and efficiency. 


As a fifth line of action the United States government is now 
reaching out for reciprocal trade agreements with the Central 


and South American peoples. 


These two great British and American programs are certain 
to have a profound and lasting influence upon the whole of what 
we call the civilized world. 


Surely the voters of Canada, in the light of world-transform- 
ing forces now at work, and coming into existence in the last few 
months, should be called upon in an immediate General Election 
to elect the men in whom the voters will have confidence for the 
bringing of Canada into line with commercial and earning-power 
conditions on a non-provocative basis and with a view to restoring 
the earning power of our Canadian people as a cornerstone for a 
new and permanent panic-free Canadian prosperity.

A popular impression is that the 
weather has altered considerably 
since the pioneering days. Many 
of those who have been in the 
province for a quarter of a cen- 


tury or more argue that it isn’t 
as cold as it was in “the old 
days”, 

In an effort to arrive at some 


conclusions

The 


on this question, 
Inquiring Reporier started out 
today to quiz some of the old 
timers, using the query given 
above. 

He received the following 
answers: 


METEOROLOGICAL EXPERT, 
resident here for about 25 years 


(name withheld by request): 
“When I first came to this coun- 
try I thought I was going to be 
frozen stiff. I had heard many 
tall stories about how cold it was 
and how the mercury nearly ran 
out of the bottom of the lass 
tube 

“The biggest change in the 
climate seems to be that we are 


more subject now to stronger and 
colder winds. This, undoubtedly, 
has been caused by the destruc- 
tion of huge forest areas which 


formerly acted as windbreaks 
They stood as barriers against 
the icy blasts sweeping down 
from the north 

“As far as I know, the coldest 
temperature ever recorded here 
was 52 below on January 13, 1911 
The coldest weather seems to 
prevail during January and the 


early part of February. 


Meteorological instruments 


tell the facts about the weather 
In the pioneering days residents 
of the country judged the weather 
by how cold it felt. They now 
judge it with the aid of in- 
struments.”

J. H. CHOWN, superintendent, Ed- 
monton division, ©.P.R.."l would 
n't attempt to pose as an author 
ity on Alberta weather because 
I've only been here for a few 
years. But I spent 20 year n 
Saskatchewan, the climate is sim- 
ilar in the two provinces, although 
some will have it that the prov 
ince to the east of us gets lower 
temperatures than we do here 
during the winter months 

“There doesn’t seem to have 
been any great change in the 
climate on the prairie province 
during the past 25 years. Perhaps 
we get more wind than we did 
a quarter of a century ago, but 
weather experts hold that the 
reason for this lies in the fact 
that much of the heavy timber 
and brush has disappeared, leay- 
ing the country pen to the 
strong winds
